Based on the information provided in your letter, a survey was made of 
the Master Name Index of the Defense Central Index of Investigations 
(DCII) to' determine the existence of Army intelligence investigative/ 
records concerning Mr. Soobzokov k This 'Index is also managed by the* 
Defend Investigative Service for the Department of Defense. The index 
is keyed to the individual's name, date and place of birth, social 
security account number and service number (if any) , and yields informa- 
tion about the existence of investigative files concerning the subject. 

We queried this index using the following name variations of Mr. Soobzokov, 
his dates of birth, place of t?irth, *»d social security number:
